1. REF. A REPORTED EXTRACTS FROM PRESIDENT THIEU'S OCOTOBER 1 

SPEECH IN PLEIKU IN WHICH THIEU CONDEMNED THE COMMUNIST ATTACK ON LE 
MINH AND WARNED THAT THE ENEMY IS PREPARING ANOTHER GENERAL OFFEN- 
SIVE WITHIN TWO OR THREE MONTHS." REF. B TRANSMITS FULL TEXT OF 
THE 24-MINUTE ADDRESS. THIS MESSAGE PROVIDES HIGLIGHTS OF OTHER 
ASPECTS OF THE OCTOBER 1 THIEU PLEIKU SPEECH. 

THE CEASEFIRE: 

2. PRESIDENT THIEU REITERATED THAT THE PARIS AGREEMENT IS "ONLY 
A CEASEFIRE AGREEMENT, NO MORE OR LESS. ...THE COMMUNISTS HAVE 
VIOLATED THE CEASEFIRE MORE THAN 20,000 TIMES." THE ATTACK ON 
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LE MINH WAS A DELIBERATE VIOLATION, PRESIDENT THIEU CHARGED, 
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DENYING THAT THE GVN HAD PROVOKED A COMMUNIST REACTION BY ITS 
OWN "NIBBLING" ACTIONS IN THE AREA, AS THE COMMUNISTS HAVE ALLEG- 
ED. SUCH ATTACKS MUST BE " CONSIDERED AN ACT OF WAR, (WHICH WILL 
BE ANSWERED) BY ACTS OF WAR... WE DO NOT BEG THE COMMUNISTS TO 
RESPECT PEACE, WE MUST FORECE THEM TO DO SO." 

LE MINH PROVES COMMUNIST III INTENTIONS TOWARD MONTANGARDS 

3. PRESIDENT THIEU OBSERVED THAT THE COMMUNISTS HAVE "FREQUENTLY 
LURED, ENTICED, AND DECEIVED (YOU MOTAGNARDS) WITH THE THEME 
ABOUT AN AUTONOMOUS AND INDEPENDENT HIGHLANDS" AND POINTED OUT 
THAT IN ATTACKING LE MINH, THE COMMUISTS "DESTROYED A RANGER 
BATTALION CONSISTING OF MONTAGNARD COMBATANTS AND THEIR 
FAMILIES. THIS IS ELOQUENT PROOF THAT THE COMMUNISTS DO NOT 
SPARE AYONE", THIEU SAID. 

"THIRD FORCE": 

4. PRESIDENT ALSO STRONGLY ATTACKED THE CONCEPT OF A "THIRD 
FORCE", CHARGING THAT "RECENTLY WE HAVE WITNESSED THE EMERGENCE OF 
LACKEYS OF UNDERGROUND COMMUNIST CADRES AND PROFIT-SEEKING POLI- 
TICIANS. ..THEY ARE SMAL IN NUMBER." THIEU ASSERTED THAT SUCH 
PERSONS CLAIM "THEY HAVE WORKED WITH SUCH AND SUCH PERSONALITY OR 
BELONGED TO THE THIRED. FOURTH. FIFTH, OR SIXTH FORCES." ALLUDING 

TO THE RECENT SPATE OF "BAO DAI MAY RETURN" RUMORS (REF. C), 

PRESIDENT THIEU SAID "SOME OF THESE PERSONS ARE MORE ROYALIST 
THAN THE KING HIMSELF. FIRST THEY SAID THAT THE KING WOULD COME 
HOME TODAY. THEN THEY SAID HE WOULD COME HOME TOMOROW. IN 
REALITY, THE KING DID NOT SAY THAT." (COMMENT: IN REMARKS LATER 
THAT DAY IN KONTU, PRESIDENT THIEU AGAINS RATURNED TO THE BAO DAI 
THEME, PRAISING THE EX-EMPEROR FOR HIS RECENT STATEMENT IN PARIS 
THAT HE WOULD NOT SOON BE RETURNING TO SVN AND CALLING FOR 
SUPPORT FOR THE PRESENT GVN. PRESIDENT THIEU TOLD HIS 
KONTUM LISTENRS THAT "IT WOULD BE 
A GREAT MISTAKE" FOR BAO DAI TO TRY TO RETURN 
TO SVN AT THIS TIME. END COMMENT). 

PRESIDENT HIEU CONTINUED: 

5. AS REGARDS THE THIRD. FOURTH, OR FIFTH FORCE THAT THE 
COMMUNISTS SPEAK OF, OUR COMPATRIOTS MUST KNOW THAT WHEN THE 
COMMUNISTS CALL FOR SOMETHING, TIS WILL NOT BE BENEFICIAL FOR 
THE NATIONALISTS. ...CONSEQUENTLY, THE THIRD FORCE WHICH THE 
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COMMUNISTS ENCOURAGE, PAY FOR, ADVERTISEGN AND SUPPORT.. ..IS NO- 
THING BUT A COUNTRY-SELLING FORCE." 

GENERAL: 

6. PRESIDENT THIEU REPEATED THE RVN DEMAND FOR THE PROMPT 
HOLDING OF GENERAL ELECTIONS. HE ALSO TOUCHED ON OTHER FAMILIAR 
THEMES, INCLUDING THE NEED TO CONTINUE TO ELIMINATE THE COMMUNIST 
INFRASTRUCTURE AND TO COOPERATE IN A NATIONWIDE-EFFORT TO CREATE 
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AN ECONOMIC "BLOCADE" OF COMMUNIST CONTROLLED AREAS.
